Sudden Death. 


Mr. William Gardner Prescott, a 
native of Quincy and a well known 
citizen, was found dead in bed Wed- 
nesday. He had not been quite as 
well the last few days as usual, but 
nothing serious was thought of it. He 
was outdoors Tuesday, and during the 
evening appeared quite smart, and con- 
versed about business and other 
matters of interest. 

He has resided at Quincy Point for 
quite a number of years, with his son, 
Charles L., and with the exception of 
rheumatism has enjoyed good health. 

During the gold excitement in 1849, 
he went tothe gold fields in  Cali- 
fornia. He with others purchased a 
vessel called the ‘‘Civilian,’’ and 
loading her with provisions and 
baggage, started from Boston for the 
Pacitic coast, around Cape Horn. They 
were 135 days on their passage which 
the owners thought was very quick; 
as some others who started about 
the same time were 10 to 20 days 
longer. 

He was quite successful in California, 
and on his return married Miss Lydia 
M. Spear. He was intending to return 
to the gold regions, where he still 
has a brother, but his new made bride 
urged him to remain in Quiney, and 
he finally consented although he had 
left considerable property there. 

He has enjoyed a firm and happy 
belief in future existence, immediately 
on leaving the earthly form, therefore 
he had no cares or troubles as to the 
other world, and was probably ready 
to go whenever the summons might 
come; aud he thought he should go 
quickly when the time arrived. 

Mr. Prescott, was for a great many 
years engaged in the ice business in 
Quincy, being succeeded by C. H. Spear 
and later by the Meadow Brook Ice Co. 

He has always been interested in 
gardening and was a frequent prize 
winner at the Horticultural shows in 
Boston, being a member of the 
Horticultural Society. In recent years 
he has taken great interest in the 
Society of California Forty-Niners, hay- 
ing missed but one of the monhly 
meetings; he was a vice president. 

Sunday last he said he never re- 
membered having a doctor for himself. 
On that day one was ordered, unbe- 
known to him, and it was then he 
made the above remark. Mrs. Prescott 
died some years ago. Two sons and 
two daughters survive him. 

The funeral yesterday was largely 
attended by relatives and friends, and 
several of the *‘Forty-niners.’* The 
burial was at Mt. Wollaston.
